5hort time ago In a bulletin from the 
Inlverslty which showed that the 
heavy bearing varieties from the twen- 
tieth to the twenty-fifth year of orch- 
ard life were red astrachan, fameuse 
yellow transparent, Mann, Mcintosh, 
and Tolman sweet. All of these varie- 
ties with the exception of Mann wert 
to the lead during the full twenty-fivt 
years. 

In commenting on the result thus 
far secured, Professor Cummlngs says 
the first quarter-century growth ani 
yield of a given variety may or may 
not tell, the whole story as to its prof- 
itableness but the first half, cénturyt 
record should certatoly give ample 
testimony as . to its productivity, it is, 
therefore, thb intention to continue 
these trials for an indefinite period 
and toiidd to the list of varieties many 
new and promising ones as time and 
facilities permit. In the list of varie- 
ties studied there arc such veterans, 
as Rhode Island greening. Baldwin 
Tolman sweet, northern spy, and sucll 
newer sorts as Mèlba, Macoun, Stark-
